1T 1S NOT A SUCCESS

The Heliograph in Smoky Atmosphere
Is of No Account,

HOW IT IS MANIPULATED

There Was Much Disappointment
Over the Outcome of the Trial
at Camp Lloyd-Import-
ant In Wars.

Butte, Aug. 17.—<Heliographing Is one
of the sclences of war that seens yet
to ba In its Infancy, and the fallure of
Colonel Miller and als signal corps at

Camp Lloyd to convey long dietance
messages was not more notable than
the expericnce of reguiar army #ignal
eorps which is trying to establish helio-
graph immunieation throughout all

Rocky mountadns, and s now ex-
perimenting from the high peaks of
Colorado. Colonel Miller carried com-
munications successfully a distance of
about 25 miles, but beyond that the
smoky  econdition of the atmosphers
Llocked all furthar efforts, The eplo-

nel's ambltion was to establish a record
for long distance signalling In the

Heeky mountains and ‘his fallure was a
great disappointment not only to him-
#lf but 1o the officers of the Natlonal
guard. Hellograph signalling s con-
sidered of the highest Importance to
military operations where the atmos-
phere Is suthciently clear to permit the
passage of the reflected sunbeams
through the instrument, but the un-
certalnty  of atmospheric  conditions

nnd the lkelthood of smoke or a cloud
appearing to obscure the reflection at
the very time a hellographlc message
would be of wvital Importance, leads
many officers to belleve that hellio-
graphing will never prove an entire
success in general milltary operations.
In California they have a record of 19
miles from Shasta to St. Helena, and
in Arigona, where the atmosphere |8
very clear and where the perform-
ances are considered remarkable, the
record for long distance heliographing
1% 183 miles, It {8 claimed that the reg-
ular army has successfully used the
hellograph In Indlan campalgns, and
that the British army employed it in
Egypt and India. Flag signalling s
Hmited In range and the signals are
open o obsarvation by the enemy,
| while the hellograph flash may be seen
us far as a telescope can plerce the
horizon and Is invisible only to per-
sons within the direct Hne of its range.
' A hellograph s nothing but a small
mirror mounted on a tri and hav-
ing attachments by which a reflection
from its surface may be brought to
bear upon any desired point with ac-
curacy, and held thore, The Instru-
| ments used at Camp Lloyd are about
| 41 Inches square and weigh probably
|10 pounds. As the distance at which
'a flash may be seen depends upon the
size of the glass, there have been man-
ufnctured all gizes of Instruments, the
largest ones being 20x38 inches, whicn
have been used by the army signal
corps, and It 48 claimed that it renders
the use of the telescope unnecessary.
The method of operation of a helio-
graph is very simple. In front of the
glaws = 4 shutter which moves on a
pivol, Whe nthe shutter I8 closed the
mirror {5 obscured and gives forth no
reflection; when it Is open there I8 a
sleady gleam of light upon the polnt
